LANCASTER GOES AFTER 
THE DIXIE HIGHWAY. 

A conference of the tiovernors of 
le States of Illinois. Indiana. Kentuc- 
ky. Tennessee. Qaatfia and Florida 
sd by Governor Samuel II. 
Ralston, of Indiana, to meet in Chat- 
tanooga. ApiilJ. lilli, for the purpose 
of taking detinite formal action looking 
towards the building of a through main 
highway from Chicago and South Hend 
lnd . to Miami, Florida. A great mass 
meeting of del-gates from six states 
will lie present to select routes, name, 
and to perfect an organization to pro- 
mot,- the Dixie Highway from Chicago 
to Miami. 

lmproveil toads, where already built, 
will, of course, be utilized 111 making 
out the route, hut the aim of the Dixie 
Highway organization will be to lay- 
out a road as direct as practicable, 
keeping in mind the beauty of scenery 
and the interesting character of the 
cities and the country through which 
the highway will pass. 

One of the preferred routes is from 
Cnattanooga thru Tennessee to Albany 
Ky., thence by way of Somerset, Stan- 
ford, Lancaster, Nicholasv ille, George- 
town. Williamstown to Cincinnati. 
This highway ia expected to be the 
great north and south route tor aulo- 
mobilists and will be connected with 
branches reaching into all aections of 
the States through which this road 
passes. Many roads lead through the 
general territory reached by the high- 
way that are nearly parallel, and thera 
ia an active competition aa to which 
route will be ottivlally aelected.

anv Stale. Wood W. Longmnre. of 
Frankfort, secretary of the Kentu'kv 
Game and Fish Commission, who ar- 
rived here today, made this stat.ment 
to Representative J. C. Cantrlll and 
i>th**r of hie fri*n*le. 

Mr. U.ngmore stopped off here on 
his way home from Philadelphia, whers 
h. looked after the distribution of 2 500 
English i-ingneck pheasants that were 
purchased by the State of Kentucky of 
a private pheasant fancier in England 
anil which were ship|ied to the United 
State.l on the steamships Sardinia and 
Dominion. At Philadelphia the birds 
were divide l into separate shipments 
i-a I they are now on their way to Ken- 
tucky Some of the birds will be sent 
into each of the 120 counties in the 
Sr.. i.. Many or the pheasants will be 
gi\en fheir freedom on arrival at the 
IKiints of destination, although quite a 
number will be kept ia captivity aa the 
State game farm at Pine Mountain. 

In a number of instances three birds 
will be placed on a farm with the un 
derstanding that the owner of the fanr 
will not allow any shouting on hit 
premises for at least two years. 

"We are making this experiment to 
see if pheasant., will thrive in Kentuc 
ky ". said Mr. Longmnre. "Many of 
the Western States, notably Oregon. 
Montana and Wyoming that have im- 
ported pheasants, have had much suc- 
cess with them, but usually the birds 
have not done so well east of the Mis 
aissippi Kiver. We also are making 
arrangements in co-operation with the 
State of Pennsylvania to import <|uail 
fiorn Cuba. "

It therefore seems that it was tile 
manifest pur|k>se of the Legislature tu 
give tu the people in these consolidated 
districts a free hand in the imposition 
of taxes. This statute is complete in 
ilaell upon this subject. It does nut 
depend upun any other statute, nor is 
it necessary to consider any other in 
its construction. Where there is, as in 
this case, no statutory limit, the jiowcr 
tu levy property and pull taxes for 
scliuul purposes is committed lo the 
I* .pie uf the dlStnU . . . 

The section uf the statute quoted doea 
not limit i ith« r the amount of property 
or pull tax that may be levied, nor I* 
there any limitation on the number of 
elections that may be held tu increase 
MM tax to such a sum as will be sultici 



ent to accomplish the puriwse of the 
legislation. The statute give* the 
people all the power that in their judg. 
men! and discretion may lie needed to 
impose a sufficient tax. If at any time 
they reach the conclusion that the tax 
is more than sufficient for the 
intend .'d. it mav be reduced by a 
of the people, or the entire tax may be 
voted away. 

In short, this whole matter has been 
left to the people themselves to deter 
mine. They can vote or not vote the 
tax. as they choose. If the tax first 
voted, or again voted, is not sufficient, 
they may continue to hold elections and 
vote taxes until the required amount 
has been raised. Likewise at an elec- 
tion they may reduce the tax orabulish 
It altogether. It may be conceded that 
this construction puts large power in 
the hands of the people in these dis- 
tricts, but the regulation of this matter 
is with the legislative department of 
the government. The legislature has 
delegated this power to the people and 
the legislature alone may take it 
away. 

For the reasons briefly stated, the 
injunction is disolved. Chief Justice 
Miller and Judges Settle. Turner and 
Hurt sat with me in considering this 
question and concur in this opinion."
